enue agent for the State of Kentucky. 
The petition alleges that that' corpora- 
tion has not paid taxes on Its personal- 
ity In five years, and that $1,000,000 was 
now due the State. The Southern Pa- 
(iPc Is a Kentucky corporation, having 
a "service agent" resident in Beech- 
inonl, a suburb of this city, but aside 
from the franchise obtained to grive it 
corporate exlstenve and such stock and 
bonds as may be hell by Indfvlduabi, 
owns no property In this State. 


The null is based purely on Its fran- 


chise rights embodied In The power to 
own stocks, bonds and other personal- 
ity. 
The petition alleges that In 189S 


the company owned $87,276,000 and la 
II'OI It had increased this to |92,E85,000 
which was the amount owned on Sep- 
tember 15, 1902, the day on which th» 
Suite taxes are due. Under the stat- 
utes of Kentucky failure or refusal to 
pay taxes subjects the delinquent to a 
20 per cent penalty. This penalty Is 
added to the general assessment of tax- 
es on property alleged to have been 
lu'ld by the Southern Pacific In this 
S;ate.

"To the Principals and Teachers of 


the Oakland 
School Department: — 


President Roosevelt will visit Oakland 
or. Thursday, May 14th. This day has 
been declared a-legal holiday by the 
Board of Education. It is desired that 
the schools, as schools, participate in 
the reception to be accorded our Chief 
Magistrate. Flags will be furnished 
so that the children will have a suffi- 
cient number to make a beautiful dis- 
play. 
Discourage the children from 


bringing flowers with them in heavy 
bouquets. Encourage 
them to come 
with 
buttonhole 
bouquets, so that 
these flowers may add to the beauty 
of the occasion. 
"Principals will see to it that the 
banners of the schools are placed early 
in the day in the place Indicated be- 
low for the school to assemble. Have 
with these banners a boy old enough 
to direct the other pupils as to where 
the schools are to be located, the ban- 
ner of the school to be placed at the 
northern boundary of the limits of the 
school, if the street runs north and 
south, and at the western limits of the 
location of the school, if the street 
runs east and 
west. 
Instruct 
the 


pupils in all your schools that there 
Is to be absolutely no throwing of 
flowers during the time the procession 
is passing. 
Let the pupils express 
their pleasure at meeting the Chief 
Executive of the country in any natural 
way. The police have assured us that 
no vehicles will be admitted to any of 
the streets that have been set aside for 
the use of the schools. This will in- 
sure absolute safety for all who as- 
semble in these streets. Sufficient rooni 
is assigned to each of your schools to 
permit o£ a goodly number of those who 
desire to. accompany the children to 
be with them.

position by 1 P. M. The procession 
will move promptly at 1:20 P. M., and 
may move at 1:15 P. M. 
"It Is not made obligatory upon every 
teacher to be present with the schools, 
but unless something unavoidably de- 
tains the teacher she will find with the 
school location a desirable place to 
witness the procession.

Superintendent W. 8. Palmer of the 


Oakland mole has issued the following 
statement In regard to the boiler-makers 
on his division: 


"More than a year ago the machinists 


and boiler-makers on the Union Pacific 
Company's system went on strike, de- 
manding a 10'per cent Increase in wages, 
absolute recognition of the unions, non- 
employment of non-union men, shop rules 
which wero practically on the same lines 
as \hos* of the San Francisco carmen's 
demands, and.that no man be discharged 
without the consent of the union. The 
Union Pacific, having a short time be- 
fore the demands were made raised wages 
10 to 15 por cent more than the scale in 
force on other roads in its territory, re- 
fused to grant the unions' demands. The 
strike followed. 


"Since then the company has bought 


new power, filled Its shops, taking back in 
many cases men who had struck, and as 
a general proposition the strike has be- 
come an almsst dead issue. 
In fact 


the sympathy of the other departments 
of the road In the matter Is practically 
ended. 
The strike Is a,'matter of the 
past. 


"It has been claimed by the boiler- 


makers that this strike Issue was a ques- 
tion or opposition to piece work Instead 
of a flat day's wage. 
On that they have 


asked the sympathetic 'action of men on 
all other lines. 
But the piecework Is- 


sue was not Introduced until four months 
after the strike was called, and then it 
was done to confuse the situation among 
men who had gone into tho shops. 


"It Is also claimed by the boiler-makers 


that the Southern Pacific Company has 
been lending engines to the Union Pa- 
cific; that we have been doing work for 
them, and have been rendering assistance 
in other ways to help break the strike, 
^s. a matter'of fact no sv.ch assistance 
has been given, unless an absolutely er- 
roneous construction be put on what was 
done.

strike was called we were renting a num- 
ber of enslnes from the Union Pacific, 
paying a large per diem for their serv- 
ice.

That was all that wa:3 done. No work 
was done on our lines or In our shops for 
the Union Pacific.

ELEMENTS OF SUCCESS IN 


THE WORLD OUTSIDE. 


Graduating Class Listens to Able 


Baccalaureate Sermon By 


Rev. F. W. Clamipett. 


•ERKEXET, May 11.—Rev. F. W. 


Clampett, rector of Trinity Church In 
San Francisco preached the baccalau- 
reate sermon of the graduating class 
of the University of California yester- 
day afternoon In St. Mark's Episcopal 
Church. 
The distinguished preacher 
told 
the 
young graduates who are 


about to go out Into the world what 
they -must do to make successes of their 
lives. He held that the four cardinal 
principles 
essential 
to all character 
building were sanctity, thoroughness, 
self-annihilation and reverence. 
He 


laid especial stress on the tendencies 
of modern times which he said made 
for analysis Instead of synthesis. The 
following Is hl.i sermon In part: 
"The reputation of this great uni- 


versity Is not made by the strength o£ 
her faculty alone. Each and every one 
of you who goes forth from her walls 
take", up life's task, to do the duty that 
lies next to you, to take your plnce In 
the national life n:id to enter upon the 
rights of your citizenship—upon 
you 


will rest tho great responsibility of 
maintaining the name of your alma 
mater. Nor can this be done by mere 
cleverness, for behind the mental abil- 
ity there must shine the light of a 
Btrong; true, pure character. 
A clover 
man may not be a good man, even as a 
good man may not be a clever man. 
But goodness is ever first In order. 
Therefore It Is that to complete an ed- 
ucation a man must know where he 
stands relatively as between the life 
that now la and the more life beyond: 
or. If you prefer to mnke It so, between 
the natural life now and that higher 
spiritual life which is yours by the 
truth of birth, and by the birth of 
truth. 
The coronation of all profes- 
sions, however noble, Is thus found In 
the 
Individual 
claim of your great 
birth right, even the songhlp of God. 
This fact deserves the greater empha- 
sis when we consider the present trend 
of religious thought. In the daya gone 
by there was a decided position to ac- 
cept 
religious belief by inheritance. 


We 
are 
now face to face with the 
spirit of keen criticism. But. while we 
exult in this new order of things, there 
Is IncreaPlng tendency towards analysis 
rather than synthesis, toward the neg- 
ative 
rather than the positive. 
This 
condition Is aggravated by reason of 


the fact that our very natures are pre- 
disposed to pull down rather than to 
build up, anil by the further truth that 
It in so much easier to create a doubt 
than to remove it. The contagion has 
sproad. and the germs thereof fill the 
air that, la breathed from many a pul- 
pit, mar:y a platform, and many a ros- 
trum of a university professor. 


"Now, while we are experiencing the 
transitior. into a healthier and more 
satisfying 35 irit In these days, we must 


i at the same time safeguard our posl- 


j tlor. with the greatest care. The effort r.o 
1 build a persona! faith on the founda- 
tion of a negation, would be as absurd 
as to attempt to construct Solomon s 
temple upon foundations of air. The 
mirntlest movements that have shak- 
en the worhl of literature, of art, of 
statesmanship, have been constructive. 
Th'! grandest type of manhood in nil 
the great d< partment of human affairs 
•have been absolutely a building force. 
Th.-re an; four great pillars upon which 
a C'hrlstlike consistent character must 
be built. These four pillars will form 
'an essential part of the character of 
1 every 
man and -woman within 
the 
hearing of my voice. As an old 
to 
memory we shall take the word "star, 
making each letter. thereof the repre- 
sentative o!' the Initial letter of these 
four-fold pillars, and therefore suggest 
the- first In the pillar of sancttftcation. 


"Sanctlflratlon Is good health. It .In- 


volves self- -ontrol. It-involves mastery 
ovi-r the mind, so that the imagination 
may be brought under the control of 
thr- will, ami may become his own arbi- 
ter in the direction! of the current of 
his own thoughts.-It involves mastery 
of body, th- power to grasp the bridle i 
with firm and steady nerve, with men- I 
tal poise, with absolute self-possession, 
! so that tho devil within us may be 


j crushed and the anprel spirit developed. 
' Hnw clearly this Christian truth of 
sanctlficatinn appeals to the best and 
noblest In our nature. How It given 
r.eiv 
light to that Infinitely sacred 
thing which we call life. No garment 
vertly, is 1lils—no mere uniform that 
gives loud testimony of your life work; 
but life, the more abundant life,

RECORD GOES TO 


SUPREME COURT.
